- Charles-town is a fine Town, and a Sea- 
Port,” and enjoys an extenſive Trade. Ir 
1s bile on a Flar, and has large Streers ; 
the Houſes rooH, moſtly builr of Wood, 

ſome of Brick. Wheat Bread 1s very dear 
\ here, there being no Wheat Flour but 
what Gentlemen raiſe upon their Planta- 
tions for their own Ule, and that is very 
pood ; or what — receive from the 
Northern Colonies, or from England ; 

Rice is here excellent bd cheap. There 
are five Negroes to one - White, and there 
are imported generally 3000 treſh Ne- 
groes every Year. There are computed 
to be 30,000 Negroes in this Province, 

all of them Slaves, and their Poſterity for 
ever ; They work fix Days in the Week 
for their Maſters without pay, and arc 
allowed to work on Sundays for them- 
ſelves. Baptiſm is rarely here adminiſter'd 
to the Children of the Negroes, and Mar- 
Triage 1s not in uſe amongſt them ; but 
they are ſuffer d promiſcuouſly to mix, 

as if they were a Part of the Brute Crea- 
tion. Being thus uſed, lays amongſt them 
a Foundation of Diſcontenr ; and_they 
are generally thought to-watch an Oppor- 
tunity of revolting again{t their Mafters, 

as they have lately done in the Ifland of 
St, Zen and of St. Thomas, belonging to

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the: Danes and'Sweeds; and.it is'the' Ap- 


prehenſion of theſe and other Inconveni- 


encies, that has induced the Honourable 
Truſtees for Georgia, to prohibit the Im- 
portation and Vie of Negroes within their 
Colony.

The 
Indjans reach'd their Hands to me, as a 
Teſtimony of their Joy-atlo for our Ars 
rival. The Saltzburgetrs came on ſhore 
after us; and we unmediately pitch'd 'a 
Tent tor them, in the © 0p of the

wannah, lcated upon the Banks of a Ri- 
ver of the ſame. Name. -' 'Fhe 'Town''s 
regularly Jaid our, divided” into four 
Wards, in-each of which ; 1s left a fpaciois 
Square, tor holding of Markets, and other 
publick Uſes. : /Fhe Streets are ſtraight, 
and the Houſes are allof the ſame Model 
and Dimenſions, and "Felt contrived for 
Conveniency /: For the Time it has 
been built, it is very populovs, and its 


Inhabirgprs are all White People. And

indeed, the Blefling of God ſeems to have 
gone along eto this Undertaking ; for 
here we (ee Induſtry honoured, and Jufſ- 
tice ſtrialy Lootted; and Luxury and 
Idleneſs baniſhed from this happy Place, _ 
where Plenty and Brotherly Love ſeem 

to'' make their - Abode, and where the 
good Order of a Nightly Watch, reſtrains 
the Diforderly, and makes the Inha- 
birants ſleep ſecure in the midft ofa 
Wilderneſs. 'Fhere is laid out, near the 
Town, by Order of the Troftces, a Gar- 
den for making Experiments, for the Im- 
proving Borany and Agriculture; it con- 
tains 10 Acres, and lies upon the River; 
and it 1s cleared, and brought into ſuch 
Order, that there is already, a fine Nur- 
fery of Oranges, Olives, white Mulber- 
ries, Figs, Peaches, and many curious 
Herbs : beſides which, there is Cabbages, 
Peas, and other Ewropean Pulſe and Plants, 
which all thrive. With the Garden 
there is ' an artificial Hill, faid by the 
Indians, to be raifed over the Bady of 
one of their ancient Emperors. I had "like 
to have forgot one of the beſt Regulations, 


made by the Truftees, for the Govern» © 


' ment of the Town of Sevannab, I mean, 
the utter Prohibition of the Ulſe of Rum, 
flax factering. but deccirful Lquor,

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_ which has'been. found equally pernicious 


to. the Natives and new 'Comers, which 
ſeldom” fails, by Sickneſs,-or--Death, to 
draw after it its own Puniſhment. 

.--Mar. 13. I went to ſee''the ' Indians, 


and their. King: Tomo-cha-chi : T cauſed 


ſome Raiſins, of which they are very fond, 
to: be diſtributed amongſt : them. It 1s: 
worth taking Natice of, that as we were 
at Evening Prayers, after our Return 
from the. Indians, who have their Huts 
at 100 Paces diſtance fromthe Town, 
one of the Sa/tzburgers ſhould tell us, 
that he was edified to Day by this Paſſage 

of St. John, that God loved all the World, 
Mar. 14. Mx. Oglethorpe had given 
Orders for three Horſes to be ready for 
my. Service, to take a View of the Coun- 
try, and to-ride' to the Place where the 
Saltzburgers were to ſettle. I went this 
Morning; at nine of the Clock, with, a 
Conſtable and a Guide ; but after we had 
gone a Mile or two, we enter'd ſome thick 
Woods, divided by deep Brooks of Wa- 
ter; and though we could with great Dif- 
ficulty paſs over ſome, yet there were

returned back to the Town.

.M r. Oglethorpe, and Mr. Fenys, Speak- 
er of the Aﬀſembly of Carolina, arrived 
at-Savannah, from Charles-town ; the firit 
| having out of Love to our Saltzburgers 
put off his Journey to England, being 
reſolved to ſee them ſettled before he 
_ went. Having informed him, / that the 

Floods had made it impoflible for me to 
' paſs the Woods by Land ; he faid he would 
go himſelf, to ſhew me the Country, and 
ſee what Place I would chooſe. The 
_ Speaker defired to accompany him, and 
_ 1 did my ſelf the Honour to-make one of 
the Company. He ſent to the Inazan 
King, to defire two 1ndzans to'hunt for 
 himin the Journey ; who not only grant- 
ed them, bur his chief War Captain, Tu/ſ- 
keneoi, out of Civility to Mr. Oglethorpe, 
came along with them to accompany us. | 
We went on Board a ten-oar'd Boar, to 
the Place where a Houſe was building by 
Mr. Muſgrove, * 11x Miles up the Savan- 
nah River. 

Havins ſlept well in a 
Tent which we pitched under the Shade 
of a Tree, by the River fide laſt Night,

Remembrance that. God has brought us 
hichef ; and is navigable, being - twelve 
Foor deep. A little Rivulet, whoſe Water 
is as clear as Cryſtal, glides by the Town ; 
another runs rhrough it, and both fall 
into the- Ebenezer, The Woods here are 
not ſo thick as in other Places. The 
{ſweet Zephyrs preſerve a delicious Cool- 
neſs, notwithſtanding the ſcorching Beams 
of the Sun. There are very fine Mea- 
dows, in which a great Quantity of Hay 
might be made with very little Pains: 
there are alſo Hillocks, very fit for Vines. 
The Cedar, Walnut, Pine, Cypreſs, 
and Oak, make the greateſt Part of the 
Woods. There is found in them a great 


Quantity of Myrtle Trees, out of which 


they extra, by boiling the Berries, a 
green Wax, very proper to make Can- 


 dles with. There is much Saflafras, and 


a great Quantity of thoſe Herbs of which 
Indigo is made, and Abundance of China 
Roots. 'The Earth is ſo fertile, that it 


will bring forth any thing that can be 


ſown or planted in it ; whether Fruits, 


Herbs, or Trees. There are wild Vines, 


which run up to the Tops of the calleft 
Trees ; and-the Country is fo good, that 
one may ride fall gallop 20 or 3o Mites 
anend. As to Game, here are Eagles, Wild 
= D Tur- 
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T urkies, "MN OIL AS Wild Goats, Stags, 


Wild Cows, Horſes, Hares, Partridges, 


-and Buffaloes. 


FromM hence I returned to the Town 


of Savannah, through Abercorn, a Vil- 


lage newly ſettled by Order of the Truſ- 
trees, upon the Savannah River, near where 
the Ebenezer falls into. it, 

Mar. 22. Mx. Oglethorpe, after a great 
deal of Fatigue, EY this Morning 
to Savannah; every thing was immedi- 
ately prepared tor his Departure, and he 
really thought to have gone this, After- 
noon ;, but the Multiplicity of Aﬀairs, the

rogether, kept him back till to-morrow,

the Canopy of. Heaven, upon the bare 


Ground, having made a good Fire to 
warm our benumbed Limbs; for tho” it 
be hqt here in the Day-time, yet 1t 1s 
cold in the Night. 

Mar. 28. AFTER Breakfaſt, we con» 
tinued our Journey, and came at Noon 
to Abercorn, At five in the Afternoon, 
we entred into a ſmall River, but at nine 
at-Night, we perceived that- it was loſt 
among the Trees and Marſhes. We en: 
tered the ſame Night into another River, 
more towards the //. very large, and hav- 
1ng a good Stream, adorned with Woods 
on each fide of it. At laſt, we reach'd 
a riling Ground, where we landed ; »we 
cut ſome Canes, made a Fire, lay round 
it, and God granted us a good Reſt,

Apr. 3. W x came to the Village of 
Atercorn, at Four in the Afternoon : from 
hence, we were forced to carry our Pro- 
viſion and Baggage to Ebenezer by Land. 

Apr. 4. 1 ſtay'd at Ebenezer, and 
could not but commend the Diligence 
and Induſtry of the nine Sa//zburgers, who 
were come_ before, and whoſe Labour 
God had viven a Bleſſing unto, They 
had erected two good Tents, made of 
the Barks of Trees, .one of which was

Air: and beſides all that, they were ob- 
liged in the greateſt Heats, almoſt every 
Day, to walk to Abercorn, which is 12 
Miles ; and to carry their Utenſils 
and daily Proviſion, upon their Backs. 
Afﬀcer this, GoD was pleaſed, to ſhew us 
a more convenient Road than the other, 
by which we avoided one of the greateſt 
Brooks.

W x found before my Tent a ſtrong 
white Horſe ; and as we wanted Horſes, 
and knew not from whence he came, nor 
to whom he belonged, we received him 
with Thankfulneſs to G oD. recelv=- 
ed Letters from Captain Mackpher/on, 
that he would ſoon deliver us at Ebenezer 
the Oxen which Mr. Oglethorpe had'boughc 
of him on our Arrival, to ſupply the 
Saltzburgers with freſh Meat. _ 
Apr. 22. Ws found another Horſe 
in the Woods to-day, which proveayery 
fir for our Service. We found allo very 
good, Honey in a hollow Tree, which 


very much refreſhed us. Parrots and _ 


_ Partridges make us here a very good Diſh, 
The Earth is of ſeveral ſorts, ſome ſan- 
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dy, ſome black, fat and heavy, and ſome 
a a Claiey nature. The firſt is good for 
Potatoes and Peaſe; the ſecond for all 
forts of Corn; and the third fof to make 
Bricks, Earthen Ware, &c._And the Mea- 
dows and Valleys are gobd. for feeding 
Cattle, Rice, and Ind:an Corn : So that 
we might hope, with the Blefling of 
Go, for plentiful Harveſts every Year; 
if there were. more People who would 
apply themſelves to the Tilling of the 
Ground.
